VIGOROUS PROTEST.

The Committee of Foreign 
Chambers of Commerce in’ Han- 
how is muking a‘vigorous protest 
against the now Dyke Tax regula- 
tions, which appear to have been 
imposed very irregularly and to be 
collected in a similar manner, :A 
translation of the, regulations, 
which have been,issued in Chinese 
only, shows that the new tax is, to 
be collected as follows: .on cargo 
on which the surtax Is 244 per 
cen’ the Dyke Tax is to be I per: 
cent; on cargo on which the sur- 
ib Is to be 4% 
per cent; on, luxuriés paying a 
surtax of 6 por cent: itis to bb 1 
per cent.; when tonnage dues (on 
steamers over 160 tons) pay 2 tax 
of 90.20 per ton It is.to be 8 can- 
dareens per ton; and when: ton- 
nage dues (on ateamera under 160 
tons) ‘pay a tax a $0.05 per ton it 
is to be 8 éandareens per ton.—

SIR R, BADEN-POWELL ON 
HIS TOUR,* 


Lieutenant-Genernl Sir Robert 
‘Baden-Powell has described the 
seven months’ South African tour 
from which he and Lady Baden- 
Powell, with tueir three children, 
have just returned, to England, 
“They have got the right spirit |: 
And the right ideas out there,” he 
said. “We toured the whole of 
tthe Union of South Africa and 
North and. South Rhodesia. I in-]’ 
spected the Scouts, who are just 
under 20,000 strong, and my wife 
inspected the Girl Guides, of whom 
there are about as many. We had 
conferences... with the leaders in. 
five provinces as well-as in North 
and South Rhodesin, My wife 
travelled 11,000 miles, while. I 
covered 8,000, She went, without 
me to what was formerly German 
West “Africa, where she looked 
after Seouts ‘as well as Guides. 
The doctor advised: me not to muke 
that long, journey.” . * as 
One result: of the visit was that 
the big schools, which correspond- 
ed to the British publi¢ schools, 
were taking up the Boy. Scout 
movement, ,The school. authorities 
were now realizing that the train: 
ing at camp eliminated” the ten- 
deney towards sclfishness. An- 
other point was:,’/that Dutch boys 
wore being attracted by the Scout 
jdea and were joining the same, 
troops as British boys, thus estiab- 
Hshing & comradeship that did not |.

Claudine Chabat, better known aa 
Sister Maric-Perpetue, Mother- 
Superior of the nung ministering 
to the famous Suint-Lazare Prison 
for women. 

Sister Marie-Perpetue’ served in 
the prisons of Doulens,‘Montpel- 
licr and Rouen, and in 1920 she 
eame to Paris, or rather to Saint-. 
Lazare, for her Paris is, Saint~ 
Lazare.” When Minister of Justice 
Barthou ‘personally went to grim 
Saint-Lazare and pinned ‘the eross 
on Sister Marie-Perpetue’s black 
robe, she onlv sald: 

“T made the sacrifice of my life 
long’ ago, before coming here. 
Since then there is no sacrifica,. 
only duty,”. . a 
It was ‘Sister “Marle-Perpetuce 
who comforted the famous -snv. 
Mata-Hari, and remained-with her’ 
until the beautiful Mata-HMari 
faced the ‘firing squad. Sister 
-Marie-Perpetue knows .only too 
well the other aide of that “gay 
Paris.” Every morning st. dawn 
unhappy women are unloaded nt 
her door from the “salad basket," 
the French “Black Maria.” 

In. twenty-five years, ‘Sister 
Marie-Porpetue has rarely left the 
series of grim, narrow: corridors, 
dark cells, and hundreds ‘of miger- 
able women, the-victims of gay 
Paris, to whom the Sister uncens- 
ingly secks. to communicate .her 
own never-failing hope.
